The cnlightened, vir-
tuous and upright cla-ses voluntarily
snaintain order of themselves, and exuc
it of others.

Our publie school system was estub-
lished and is supported for the purpose
of securing to all American youth a fair
Aaverage klluwludge of the 1,-'u'l!u':l'.!:n}
branches of instruction It aims .
«ualify the rich and poor alike for the
various ordinary callings of every-dav
lite; and, as a system, it has worked
wel‘l If not ahv:nyﬁ P ricet in oper
tion, still it bears the marks of having
,heen pl:mncd by ahout as muech wisdon
as usually encers into huwan contriv-
Ances-

Of late, however, this system has
fallen short, precisely at the point
where its :ul'.‘antu;_'_v.-i are most wanted
Jt lacks the power to benefit them who.
for various reasons, are growing up
without any educaticn worthy of the
pame. Sensitive as Americans are to

everything which may be supposed to |

interfere with personal Liberty, still the
question will have to be met before long
—Whether or no there should be a
Compulsory education 7 Ought there
to be a law to enforee the rights of
ignorant youths to receive the advan-
tages of some schooling ?

We think there ought to be such a
law. Parents are, indeed, the natural
and legal guardians of their children.
But they are not exclusive owners of
their offsprings. They cannot do with
them ia all respects as they may please.
‘They cannotdeny them fuod or shelter.
They must take care of them. The
rights of the children, and the rights of
the Btate, defeonded by righteous law.

The State not only guards the rights
of children to a certain extent, but,
when the children have become grown,
4then the State claims it l‘i{_‘ht to u-,e all
male adults. Accordingly, it eunrolls
them its militia, or pais them in the
jury box. As, then, the State does in-
terfere with the domestic affairs of
‘households, and forbids unnatural eru-
elty to youth of tender years, why
should it not ward off and prohibit that
style of cruelty which enforees ignor-
ance upon those who have « natural
and social right to receive knowledge ?
Hardly can a more grevious wrong be
done to young lads and young misses
than that which is done to many of
them, by withholding from their eyes
the light of knowledge. A compulsory
eduecation would remove that wrong.

Furthermore, as the State expects to
claim service of all its adult eitizens, on
what ground can the State be denied
the privilege of preparing the rising
geveration for the dutics and responsi-

its |

bilities of citizens?  Whatever hasty
prejudice may affirm, it secms to us
plain enough that every year supplies
additional force to every argument n
favor of compulsory education.

It is well known that lazy, thriftless,
ignorant or intemperate pareots, in
great numbers, put, even upon their very
young children, the task of securing, by
beggary or by ill paid work, a daily pit-
tance for the wdvantage of their oppres
sors  How numerous the class of chil-
dren thus deprived of schooling may
be we do not exuctly know ; but at any
rate it is large enough to swell what are
styled the dangerous eclasses with fear
ful rapidity. Children having such
